A fter a severe battle, the Con­ 
federates were driven back and the 
line

blue retained

position. 
From the engagem ent emerged Doc­ 
t or kin! ie Id severely wounded. 
Although apparently incapacitated 
for further service, the young soldier 


scorned on tho point of recovering, he 
transferred to the Cavalry and until 
October 31, 1865, he served in this 
branch of th*' service. 
Doctor Enfield, guest of Howard C. 
Mitinger, Hoffman hotel, declared th a t
